MEXICO. ’CITY, Aug., 3 
(UPI)t— M exico today rejected 
a recommendation of the Or- 
ganization of American States 
that it. sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with Communist , Cuba. 

A special communique is- 
sued by the Foreign .Ministry 
said , Mexico would continue 
present; relations with the Fi- 
del Costra, regime despite the 
OAS recommendation, which 
had been considered binding 
on all member nations. 

Mexico is one of four Latin 
American .nations that still 
have diplomatic relations with 
Cuba. The others areUrguay, 
Chile and, Bolivia, .. - • ' 

The OAS recommendation 
was made last month after a 
foreign Ministers! meeting de- 
liberated Venezuelan charges 
of Cuban aggression. The OAS 
also recommende to its mem- 
bers a severance of commer- 
cial ties with the Castro gov- 
ernment. 

The e. x i c a n statement 
pointed out . tha^; the 15 na- 
tions j;h at voted; for sanctions 
against Cuba at the. OAS meet- 
ing opposing had previously 
severed diplomatic connec- 
tions with Havana.
